You have to train the younger ones 
differently from the mature one.’” 

He says also that it was useful to see:

“Wetalk about good and bad dogs," 
he continues. I say, ‘Are they bad 
when they chew?

Would you do that with your own 
baby?’ They tell me, ‘No, the baby 
doesn’t know any better.” I tell them, 
‘Neither do the dogs. We can’t 
penalize them for their behavior when 
they don’t know any better.’” 

Diola says the discussions then can 
become more personal, “We can lead 
into a discussion of child abuse by 
relating it to animal abuse.” 

"A student asks, Why does my dad 
beat me? Why docs mom yell at me 
if that’s not the way we're supposed 
to act with the dogs and with babies?’ 
So I say to them, ‘What if you have a 
baby. Do you have to yell at it?’" 

Having his students work with the 
dogs has been “multi-faceted and fun,” 
says Diola. “I try to use every 
teachable moment with the animals, "

Acongregation was organized April 
24, 1892, and formally incorporated 
as the Scandinavian Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, A Ladies Aid and 
Sunday School were started with Mrs. 
Rasmus Hanson as leader. The first 
Pastor was Rev. A. Henritzy from 
Chicago. Services were in Danish. 
Olaf Sorenson was installed as 
chairman of the fiest church board, 
with other members: Henry Petersen,

Rasmus Rasmussen, Severin Jensen, 
Anders Mortensen. The church 
building was erected at 606 Ionia, in 
the spring of 1893. A church bell was 
donated by Nels P. Olson. 

The parsonage was built next door 
to the church in 1905. Later that same 
year the congregation became a 
member of the Danish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of America Synod. 

In 1908, Mr. and Mrs. Rasmus 
Hanson presented Danebod Halil, 501 
Michigan, Ave.,asa social auditorium 
for use of the church festivities. 
(Dancing around the Chrisumas tree 
and serving Danish suppers brings to 
mind much happiness.) In November 
of that year,Rev. PederKjolhedebegan — 
23 years of service. During his stay 
here, he was Knighted by the King of 
Denmark. This was a distinct honor 
for Pastor and congregation, 


During the 1930s while Rev, Hans _ 
Juhl was our Pastor, English became - 
the norm to attract the young people. 


Lutheran Junior Aid was organized in 
1937 to bring another active group of 
young women together. They picked 
uponalotofactivities that had become 
ahardship to the Senior Ladies Aid. In 
1964, they merged to become one 
LCW (Lutheran Church Women).
